The school district ,Mr. Skutt 
said, bought the houses purely 
for site development purposes. 
The lots will be used for the 
first-grade pupils’ playground. 

The school trustees hope the 
structures will be bought by 
someone willing to cart them 
out of town.

departments assume that their 
officers are “on duty” during 
lunch periods. He denied that 
an hour is used for eating, as 
was intimated by Mr. Eaton. 

“If Sierra Madre police are 
not now working a 54-hour 
week,” the chief declared, “then 
the Pasadena and Arcadia de¬ 
partments are not working 40 
hours.” 

Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier 
posed this question for the 
chief: "Which would the men 
rather have, a reduction in 
hours or an increase in pay?” 

Mr. McMillan replied, “I can’t 
answer that.” 

Councilman Charles James 
took the view that “no group 
should have to work 54 hours 
a week,” but he said Mr. Kin¬ 
ney was being “apprehensive 
unnecessarily” since the over¬ 
all study of city employees’ 
wages and hours is nearly 
completed and the matter can 
be considered then. 

"I hate to see $3500 paid out 
for an extra man when the sal¬ 
ary schedules for all city em¬ 
ployees may not be what they 
should be and when that $3500 
would come out of the pockets 
of existing employees,” stated 
Mr. Eaton.

Floods are not always an act 
of God, for at times they are 
the direct result of man’s mis¬ 
management and mishandling 
of his natural watersheds. 

That was the statement last 
week of Rupert Pole, unit 
ranger of the US Forest Service, 
Sierra Madre Guard Station, in 
a talk for the Clipper Club of 
Trinity Presbyterian Church. 

Mr. Cole stated that the care¬ 
lessness of about 5 per cent of 
those using forests account for 
the millions of dollars in loss 
suffered each year by fires 
alone. 

He said the denuded lands, 
unable to absorb the water 
when the rains come, permit it 
instead to run off. This causes 
not only great loss of life 
through floods but ruins the 
land for many years because of 
soil erosion. 

“The extra tax load placed 
upon the citizen by this care¬ 
less 5 per cent is staggering,” 
Mr. Pole declared. 

The speaker illustrated his 
talk with two films, “Water¬ 
shed Fire” and “The Lifeblood 
of the Land.”

T. Guy Cornyn if Dr. Valois’ ap¬ 
parent intention to rent the 
apartment might be a "possible 
violaion,” Mr. Cornyn replied 
that he believed it would be. 

Mr. Eaton then moved that 
this “question of rental be re¬ 
ferred to the city attorney and 
chief of police for investigation 
and recommendation.” 

He later said, however, that 
he did not want to renew the 
motion, “but it has been 
brought to the attention of the 
proper authorities that a viola- 
ion may exist.” 

Mr. Jackson also questioned 
the legality of the actual vari¬ 
ance. He pointed out that a 
variance is “persona” (for the 
person, not the property), and 
that it was Fred Rick—not Dr. 
Valois—who originally filed for 
the variance on that property. 

Mr. Cornyn agreed that Mr. 
Jackskon’s interpretation of the 
law was “generally true.” 

Mr. Jackson's point was that 
the variance should have auto¬ 
matically died when Mr. Rick 
sold the property to Dr. Valois 
who, according to the local 
clothier, did not come into the 
picture until 2Va months after 
the original filing.
